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Section 1 1 : Applicant argues that Shin et al only disclose an apparatus including both an encoding unit and a decoding unit and the 
modified stream is not sent from one equipment to another where reconstructiob is performed. Also, applicant argues that Shin et al did not 
disclose contructing a reconstructed stream from the modified with a decoder in addressee equipment. 



However, Shin et al explicitly disclose in fig. 2 a transmitting unit and a receiving unit that are connected together via a 
transmission channel. The compression portion compresses the combined host image and the N. times. N location data to then be 
transmitted via a transmission channel. That transmission channel proves that encoding unit the decoding unit are separated. And Shin et 
al disclose in col.4, lines 30 to lines 48, the precess for reconstructing stream form the modified stream. The receiving unit of fig.2 shows 
how the modified stream is restored. 

Hence, applicant's arguments are not persuasive. The finality of the last office action, is proper, meets all the claim limitations and is 
maintained. 
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
